The production of meat 
poultry and eggs is a continuous, 
long-range industry. Ranchers and 
farmers are not likely to stop lecd 
ing grain and kill off their herds 
and flocks just because part of the 
public, in a spirit of good w:ll, 
abstains from meat and from poul- 
try and eggs on specific 
days. 


Probably this would be true in any 
case. It surely is true now that 
the store prices of meat, poultry 
and eggs have soared so high that 
only an unimportant few of the 
most prosperous housewives 
can 


afford to serve such luxuries every 
day. 


Most families already get by on 


cereal for breakfast more than 
one day a week; they'll just make 
Thursday one of those days. Mosi 
families do not eat poultry every 
day; they'll just sec that Thursday 
— except for the coming holidays- 
isn't poultry day. 
Most families 
are driven to at least two meatless 
days a week to save money; one 
traditionally is Friday, and they'l 
just make Tuesday another. 


It is entirely possible to live up 
to the letter and spirit of the ab- 
stention program without affecting 
family 
consumption 
of 
meat, 
poultry and eggs in the least, and 
without saving one tiny grain of 
wheat. 


; There can and should be savings. 


If the days-of-abstention program 
is taken as a token, a reminder, 
a symbol of sacrifice, it can help 
all of us to remember tha great 
need of starving millions, and to 
save grain. We might even

Manila, Oct: 31—(/P)—A typhoon 
which swept across the 
Central 
Philippines, leaving six dead and 
heavy damage in its wake, .bypass- 
ed Manila 'to the South today and 
headed toward the China Sea. 


At 7 p. m. (5 a. m., C. S. T.), the 


Philippine Weather bureau placed 
the typhoon 30 miles south of Ma- 
nila and said it was moving west- 
northwest, Typhoon signal No. 10, 
indicating imminent danger,

mained hoisted in Manila, however. 
The lashing gale heavily dam- 
aged two cities, sank one ship and 
beached three others.

(UP)— American and British occu- 
pational authorities favor a central 
political government in the non- 
Soviet zones of Germany if the con- 
ference of foreign ministers in Lon- 
don next month fails to consolidate 
the Reich as a unit, at least eco- 
nomically. 


It is generally assumed that the 
French would agree, because the 
drain on France's economy to sup- 
port its zone of Germany is grow- 
ing. 


And 
American, 
British 
and 
French 
occupational 
authorities 
have not given up hope that Rus- 
sia will' agree to the unity of Ger- 
many and especially in the eco- 
nomic field, because it is costing 
the Russians 
money to operate 
their zone separately.. 


But authorities in " the 
western 
zones feel strongly that if the Rus- 
sians stall at the foreign ministers' 
conference, as 
they 
have 
been 


doing 
for 
two-and-a-half 
years, 
then the three 
non-Soviet zones 
must .operate as a union. 


American 
occupational 
experts 
recommended such procedure as 
long ago as last March. British of- 
ficials have adopted a similar at- 
titude and recommended it to their 
government. 


Two days ago, Geri. Lucius D. 
Clay, American military governor 
in Germany, said: "I believe it is 
essential at an early date to have 
the greatest possible amalgamation 
of the occupation zones of Ger- 
many in political as well as eco- 
nomic union." 


This correspondent 
during 
the 
last two weeks has had many, talks 
with top-ranking French, 
British 
and American military and diplo-' 
matic representatives in Germany. 
To a man, they agreed that the 
economic unity of Germany, fore- 
seen as far back 
as the Potsdam 


conference and to which Russia 
agreed, must be established 
im- 
mediately." 


The 
Russians 
have 
badly 
stripped eastern Germany. Their 
policy 
m this respect 
has under-' 
mined the economy of .their zone, 
which is roughly 40 per cent 
of 


German territory with a population1 
of about, 18,000,000. 
: 


The 
British, 
American 
and 
.trench zones contain about 48,000,- 
000 Germans and most of the rich 
industrial and mineral areas —the 
Ruhr. Rhineland and Saar. 


A leading British official put it 


like this: "bi and trizonal consoli- 
dations are natural developments. 
The same applies to the 
Soviet 
zone, t,oo, although it may take 
some months to convince the So- 
viets. Establishment of a 
central 
government for Germany 
cannot 
be stopped, except perhaps as a 
temporary measure. A strong Ger- 
man government in the west is es- 
sential today." 


Most American and British 
au- 
thorities agreed that it was almost 
impossible to have a central gov- 
ernment 
in 
Germany 
strong 
enough to carry out essential work 
unless there also was political and 
economic integration. 


Economic experts believe that if 
the Russians insist on going thdr 
way alone, the cost of maintaining 
their zone would 
constantly in- 
crease. Eventually, it would cost 
the Russians around $500,000,000 a 
year. 


The French zone is increasingly 
becoming a liability. Some 
esti- 


mated that it will cost France as 
high as $125,000,000 to operate its 
zone next year. 


The United States currently 
is 
spending about $1,000.000,000 a year 
in Germany. Authorities feel this is 
too much to continue indefinitely 
and especially if such investments 
do not start Germany and Europe 
on the road back to economic re- 
covery. To this end, they feel 
a 


central government is essential. 
Every official this correspondent 
spoke to frankly hoped that 
the 


Russians would cooperate in 
the 


London conference and afterwards. 
But in lieu of such cooperation, 
substitute plans are well advanced 
and they include bi-zonal or tri- 
zonal government of provisional 
nature.

Paul set 
up Love; as;'the test; of-the perfect 
Ilic. EvcryVvhere through the Bible, 
in the Old. Testament and in the 
New,' the, marks and qualities — 
the standards— of the good life are 
set. forth.

(UP)— American and British occu- 
pational authorities favor a central 
political government in the non- 
Soviet zones of Germany if the con- 
ference of foreign ministers in Lon- 
don next month fails to consolidate 
the Reich as a unit, at least eco- 
nomically. 


It is generally assumed that the 
French would agree, because the 
drain on France's economy to sup- 
port its zone of Germany is grow- 
ing. 


And 
American, 
British 
and 
French 
occupational 
authorities 
have not given up hope that Rus- 
sia will' agree to the unity of Ger- 
many and especially in the eco- 
nomic field, because it is costing 
the Russians 
money to operate 
their zone separately.. 


But authorities in " the 
western 
zones feel strongly that if the Rus- 
sians stall at the foreign ministers' 
conference, as 
they 
have 
been 


doing 
for 
two-and-a-half 
years, 
then the three 
non-Soviet zones 
must .operate as a union. 


American 
occupational 
experts 
recommended such procedure as 
long ago as last March. British of- 
ficials have adopted a similar at- 
titude and recommended it to their 
government. 


Two days ago, Geri. Lucius D. 
Clay, American military governor 
in Germany, said: "I believe it is 
essential at an early date to have 
the greatest possible amalgamation 
of the occupation zones of Ger- 
many in political as well as eco- 
nomic union." 


This correspondent 
during 
the 
last two weeks has had many, talks 
with top-ranking French, 
British 
and American military and diplo-' 
matic representatives in Germany. 
To a man, they agreed that the 
economic unity of Germany, fore- 
seen as far back 
as the Potsdam 


conference and to which Russia 
agreed, must be established 
im- 
mediately." 


The 
Russians 
have 
badly 
stripped eastern Germany. Their 
policy 
m this respect 
has under-' 
mined the economy of .their zone, 
which is roughly 40 per cent 
of 


German territory with a population1 
of about, 18,000,000. 
: 


The 
British, 
American 
and 
.trench zones contain about 48,000,- 
000 Germans and most of the rich 
industrial and mineral areas —the 
Ruhr. Rhineland and Saar. 


A leading British official put it 


like this: "bi and trizonal consoli- 
dations are natural developments. 
The same applies to the 
Soviet 
zone, t,oo, although it may take 
some months to convince the So- 
viets. Establishment of a 
central 
government for Germany 
cannot 
be stopped, except perhaps as a 
temporary measure. A strong Ger- 
man government in the west is es- 
sential today." 


Most American and British 
au- 
thorities agreed that it was almost 
impossible to have a central gov- 
ernment 
in 
Germany 
strong 
enough to carry out essential work 
unless there also was political and 
economic integration. 


Economic experts believe that if 
the Russians insist on going thdr 
way alone, the cost of maintaining 
their zone would 
constantly in- 
crease. Eventually, it would cost 
the Russians around $500,000,000 a 
year. 


The French zone is increasingly 
becoming a liability. Some 
esti- 


mated that it will cost France as 
high as $125,000,000 to operate its 
zone next year. 


The United States currently 
is 
spending about $1,000.000,000 a year 
in Germany. Authorities feel this is 
too much to continue indefinitely 
and especially if such investments 
do not start Germany and Europe 
on the road back to economic re- 
covery. To this end, they feel 
a 


central government is essential. 
Every official this correspondent 
spoke to frankly hoped that 
the 


Russians would cooperate in 
the 


London conference and afterwards. 
But in lieu of such cooperation, 
substitute plans are well advanced 
and they include bi-zonal or tri- 
zonal government of provisional 
nature.

Paul set 
up Love; as;'the test; of-the perfect 
Ilic. EvcryVvhere through the Bible, 
in the Old. Testament and in the 
New,' the, marks and qualities — 
the standards— of the good life are 
set. forth.

Similarly, though the references 
arc riot many in1 Scripture, they 
are specific to banners, or ensigns, 
as standards or rallying symbols 
ot loyalty to God, His leaderships

(UP)— American and British occu- 
pational authorities favor a central 
political government in the non- 
Soviet zones of Germany if the con- 
ference of foreign ministers in Lon- 
don next month fails to consolidate 
the Reich as a unit, at least eco- 
nomically. 


It is generally assumed that the 
French would agree, because the 
drain on France's economy to sup- 
port its zone of Germany is grow- 
ing. 


And 
American, 
British 
and 
French 
occupational 
authorities 
have not given up hope that Rus- 
sia will' agree to the unity of Ger- 
many and especially in the eco- 
nomic field, because it is costing 
the Russians 
money to operate 
their zone separately.. 


But authorities in " the 
western 
zones feel strongly that if the Rus- 
sians stall at the foreign ministers' 
conference, as 
they 
have 
been 


doing 
for 
two-and-a-half 
years, 
then the three 
non-Soviet zones 
must .operate as a union. 


American 
occupational 
experts 
recommended such procedure as 
long ago as last March. British of- 
ficials have adopted a similar at- 
titude and recommended it to their 
government. 


Two days ago, Geri. Lucius D. 
Clay, American military governor 
in Germany, said: "I believe it is 
essential at an early date to have 
the greatest possible amalgamation 
of the occupation zones of Ger- 
many in political as well as eco- 
nomic union." 


This correspondent 
during 
the 
last two weeks has had many, talks 
with top-ranking French, 
British 
and American military and diplo-' 
matic representatives in Germany. 
To a man, they agreed that the 
economic unity of Germany, fore- 
seen as far back 
as the Potsdam 


conference and to which Russia 
agreed, must be established 
im- 
mediately."

Russians 
have 
badly 
stripped eastern Germany. Their 
policy 
m this respect 
has under-' 
mined the economy of .their zone, 
which is roughly 40 per cent

British,

.trench zones contain about 48,000,- 
000 Germans and most of the rich 
industrial and mineral areas —the 
Ruhr. Rhineland and Saar. 


A leading British official put it 


like this: "bi and trizonal consoli- 
dations are natural developments. 
The same applies to the 
Soviet 
zone, t,oo, although it may take 
some months to convince the So- 
viets. Establishment of a 
central 
government for Germany 
cannot 
be stopped, except perhaps as a 
temporary measure. A strong Ger- 
man government in the west is es- 
sential today." 


Most American and British 
au- 
thorities agreed that it was almost 
impossible to have a central gov- 
ernment 
in 
Germany 
strong 
enough to carry out essential work 
unless there also was political and 
economic integration. 


Economic experts believe that if 
the Russians insist on going thdr 
way alone, the cost of maintaining 
their zone would 
constantly in- 
crease. Eventually, it would cost 
the Russians around $500,000,000 a 
year. 


The French zone is increasingly 
becoming a liability. Some 
esti- 


mated that it will cost France as 
high as $125,000,000 to operate its 
zone next year. 


The United States currently 
is 
spending about $1,000.000,000 a year 
in Germany. Authorities feel this is 
too much to continue indefinitely 
and especially if such investments 
do not start Germany and Europe 
on the road back to economic re- 
covery. To this end, they feel 
a 


central government is essential. 
Every official this correspondent 
spoke to frankly hoped that 
the 


Russians would cooperate in 
the 


London conference and afterwards. 
But in lieu of such cooperation, 
substitute plans are well advanced 
and they include bi-zonal or tri- 
zonal government of provisional 
nature.

In the other sense, ,-thc standard 
is been -the, flag, or banner, under 


which men .fought in battle; to be 
dpfended:with all the courage, and 
the'very :lives,'of the brave'. 


When We speak 'of 
Christian 
standards' we may be 
sure that 


there is reference to both those 
meanings. Jesus Said: "Be ye per- 
fect, even-.'as 'your Father wnich 
is .in" heaven is perfect." Paul set 
up Love; as;'the test; of-the perfect 
Ilic. EvcryVvhere through the Bible, 
in the Old. Testament and in the 
New,' the, marks and qualities — 
the standards— of the good life are 
set. forth. 
'.' 


Similarly, though the references 
arc riot many in1 Scripture, they 
are specific to banners, or ensigns, 
as standards or rallying symbols 
ot loyalty to God, His leaderships 
and 
commands. 
The 
Psalmist 


(Psplm 
60:4) represents pGd as 


giving a banner to them that fear 
Him, "that it-may be displayed 
because of the truth.'" And there 
arc various references, as in Isiah 
5:26, 
to "an ensign to the nation?," 


and in Isiah 11:. 10, to "an ehsign 
of the people." 


True . s t a n d a r d s of conduct, 


therefore, arc not alone for, the 
individual;, they are social, 
for 


the people, and 
for the nations. 


HoWvgteatly today we ne6d these 
ancient conceptions, 
so 
empha- 


sized. by the Hebrew prophets in 
the. heroic: ajc of Israel! How dif- 
fei-Cht history might have been, 
if .that prophetic 
ideal 
of 
one 


world; established in peace, 
and 


brotherhood 
and 
fighleousness, 


had -become, a reality! Yet how 
sadly the 'world, even today, is 
hcglectlrig' the prophetic 
factors 


Without .which that1 "one world" 
can never be realized. "Let judg- 
tnc.nl.; riur .down as waters, 
and 
righteousness as a mighty stream" 
(Am6s 5:24)

'Can .anything less purge 
the 


world: .of its .evils, 
its violence, 
and .its hates? Aha social, world- 
wide arid .international as

-So, standards 
of 


Christian conduct must be the, es- 
s'cntlal- foundation of a new and 
better world. 


Nor are "Christian" 
standards

two-and-a-half 
years,

American 
occupational 
experts 
recommended such procedure as 
long ago as last March. British of- 
ficials have adopted a similar at- 
titude and recommended it to their 
government. 


Two days ago, Geri. Lucius D. 
Clay, American military governor 
in Germany, said: "I believe it is 
essential at an early date to have 
the greatest possible amalgamation 
of the occupation zones of Ger- 
many in political as well as eco- 
nomic union." 


This correspondent 
during 
the 
last two weeks has had many, talks 
with top-ranking French, 
British 
and American military and diplo-' 
matic representatives in Germany. 
To a man, they agreed that the 
economic unity of Germany, fore- 
seen as far back 
as the Potsdam 


conference and to which Russia 
agreed, must be established 
im- 
mediately." 


The 
Russians 
have 
badly 
stripped eastern Germany. Their 
policy 
m this respect 
has under-' 
mined the economy of .their zone, 
which is roughly 40 per cent 
of 


German territory with a population1 
of about, 18,000,000. 
: 


The 
British, 
American 
and 
.trench zones contain about 48,000,- 
000 Germans and most of the rich 
industrial and mineral areas —the 
Ruhr. Rhineland and Saar. 


A leading British official put it 


like this: "bi and trizonal consoli- 
dations are natural developments. 
The same applies to the 
Soviet 
zone, t,oo, although it may take 
some months to convince the So- 
viets. Establishment of a 
central 
government for Germany 
cannot 
be stopped, except perhaps as a 
temporary measure. A strong Ger- 
man government in the west is es- 
sential today." 


Most American and British 
au- 
thorities agreed that it was almost 
impossible to have a central gov- 
ernment 
in 
Germany 
strong 
enough to carry out essential work 
unless there also was political and 
economic integration. 


Economic experts believe that if 
the Russians insist on going thdr 
way alone, the cost of maintaining 
their zone would 
constantly in- 
crease. Eventually, it would cost 
the Russians around $500,000,000 a 
year. 


The French zone is increasingly 
becoming a liability. Some 
esti- 


mated that it will cost France as 
high as $125,000,000 to operate its 
zone next year. 


The United States currently 
is 
spending about $1,000.000,000 a year 
in Germany. Authorities feel this is 
too much to continue indefinitely 
and especially if such investments 
do not start Germany and Europe 
on the road back to economic re- 
covery. To this end, they feel 
a 


central government is essential. 
Every official this correspondent 
spoke to frankly hoped that 
the 


Russians would cooperate in 
the 


London conference and afterwards. 
But in lieu of such cooperation, 
substitute plans are well advanced 
and they include bi-zonal or tri- 
zonal government of provisional 
nature.

Christian 
standards' we may be 
sure that 


there is reference to both those 
meanings. Jesus Said: "Be ye per- 
fect, even-.'as 'your Father wnich 
is .in" heaven is perfect." Paul set 
up Love; as;'the test; of-the perfect 
Ilic. EvcryVvhere through the Bible, 
in the Old. Testament and in the 
New,' the, marks and qualities — 
the standards— of the good life are 
set. forth.

Similarly, though the references 
arc riot many in1 Scripture, they 
are specific to banners, or ensigns, 
as standards or rallying symbols 
ot loyalty to God, His leaderships 
and 
commands. 
The 
Psalmist 


(Psplm 
60:4) represents pGd as 


giving a banner to them that fear 
Him, "that it-may be displayed 
because of the truth.'" And there 
arc various references, as in Isiah

(UP)— American and British occu- 
pational authorities favor a central 
political government in the non- 
Soviet zones of Germany if the con- 
ference of foreign ministers in Lon- 
don next month fails to consolidate 
the Reich as a unit, at least eco- 
nomically. 


It is generally assumed that the 
French would agree, because the 
drain on France's economy to sup- 
port its zone of Germany is grow- 
ing. 


And 
American, 
British 
and 
French 
occupational 
authorities 
have not given up hope that Rus- 
sia will' agree to the unity of Ger- 
many and especially in the eco- 
nomic field, because it is costing 
the Russians 
money to operate 
their zone separately.. 


But authorities in " the 
western 
zones feel strongly that if the Rus- 
sians stall at the foreign ministers' 
conference, as 
they 
have 
been 


doing 
for 
two-and-a-half 
years, 
then the three 
non-Soviet zones 
must .operate as a union. 


American 
occupational 
experts 
recommended such procedure as 
long ago as last March. British of- 
ficials have adopted a similar at- 
titude and recommended it to their 
government. 


Two days ago, Geri. Lucius D. 
Clay, American military governor 
in Germany, said: "I believe it is 
essential at an early date to have 
the greatest possible amalgamation 
of the occupation zones of Ger- 
many in political as well as eco- 
nomic union." 


This correspondent 
during 
the 
last two weeks has had many, talks 
with top-ranking French, 
British 
and American military and diplo-' 
matic representatives in Germany. 
To a man, they agreed that the 
economic unity of Germany, fore- 
seen as far back 
as the Potsdam 


conference and to which Russia 
agreed, must be established 
im- 
mediately." 


The 
Russians 
have 
badly 
stripped eastern Germany. Their 
policy 
m this respect 
has under-' 
mined the economy of .their zone, 
which is roughly 40 per cent 
of 


German territory with a population1 
of about, 18,000,000. 
: 


The 
British, 
American 
and 
.trench zones contain about 48,000,- 
000 Germans and most of the rich 
industrial and mineral areas —the 
Ruhr. Rhineland and Saar. 


A leading British official put it 


like this: "bi and trizonal consoli- 
dations are natural developments. 
The same applies to the 
Soviet 
zone, t,oo, although it may take 
some months to convince the So- 
viets. Establishment of a 
central 
government for Germany 
cannot 
be stopped, except perhaps as a 
temporary measure. A strong Ger- 
man government in the west is es- 
sential today." 


Most American and British 
au- 
thorities agreed that it was almost 
impossible to have a central gov- 
ernment 
in 
Germany 
strong 
enough to carry out essential work 
unless there also was political and 
economic integration. 


Economic experts believe that if 
the Russians insist on going thdr 
way alone, the cost of maintaining 
their zone would 
constantly in- 
crease. Eventually, it would cost 
the Russians around $500,000,000 a 
year. 


The French zone is increasingly 
becoming a liability. Some 
esti- 


mated that it will cost France as 
high as $125,000,000 to operate its 
zone next year. 


The United States currently 
is 
spending about $1,000.000,000 a year 
in Germany. Authorities feel this is 
too much to continue indefinitely 
and especially if such investments 
do not start Germany and Europe 
on the road back to economic re- 
covery. To this end, they feel 
a 


central government is essential. 
Every official this correspondent 
spoke to frankly hoped that 
the 


Russians would cooperate in 
the 


London conference and afterwards. 
But in lieu of such cooperation, 
substitute plans are well advanced 
and they include bi-zonal or tri- 
zonal government of provisional 
nature.

Jesus Said: "Be ye per- 
fect, even-.'as 'your Father wnich 
is .in" heaven is perfect." Paul set 
up Love; as;'the test; of-the perfect 
Ilic. EvcryVvhere through the Bible, 
in the Old. Testament and in the 
New,' the, marks and qualities — 
the standards— of the good life are 
set. forth.

Similarly, though the references 
arc riot many in1 Scripture, they 
are specific to banners, or ensigns, 
as standards or rallying symbols 
ot loyalty to God, His leaderships 
and 
commands.

Psalmist

Wallace Urges

President Henry Wallace saw Pope 
Pius XII today and urged him, a 
member of Wallace's party said 
after the audience, to use his influ- 
ence toward a solution of the Pal- 
estine problem.

Frankfurt, Germany, Oct. 31 — 


(UP)— American and British occu- 
pational authorities favor a central 
political government in the non- 
Soviet zones of Germany if the con- 
ference of foreign ministers in Lon- 
don next month fails to consolidate 
the Reich as a unit, at least eco- 
nomically. 


It is generally assumed that the 
French would agree, because the 
drain on France's economy to sup- 
port its zone of Germany is grow- 
ing. 


And 
American, 
British 
and 
French 
occupational 
authorities 
have not given up hope that Rus- 
sia will' agree to the unity of Ger- 
many and especially in the eco- 
nomic field, because it is costing 
the Russians 
money to operate 
their zone separately.. 


But authorities in " the 
western 
zones feel strongly that if the Rus- 
sians stall at the foreign ministers' 
conference, as 
they 
have 
been 


doing 
for 
two-and-a-half 
years, 
then the three 
non-Soviet zones 
must .operate as a union. 


American 
occupational 
experts 
recommended such procedure as 
long ago as last March. British of- 
ficials have adopted a similar at- 
titude and recommended it to their 
government. 


Two days ago, Geri. Lucius D. 
Clay, American military governor 
in Germany, said: "I believe it is 
essential at an early date to have 
the greatest possible amalgamation 
of the occupation zones of Ger- 
many in political as well as eco- 
nomic union." 


This correspondent 
during 
the 
last two weeks has had many, talks 
with top-ranking French, 
British 
and American military and diplo-' 
matic representatives in Germany. 
To a man, they agreed that the 
economic unity of Germany, fore- 
seen as far back 
as the Potsdam 


conference and to which Russia 
agreed, must be established 
im- 
mediately." 


The 
Russians 
have 
badly 
stripped eastern Germany. Their 
policy 
m this respect 
has under-' 
mined the economy of .their zone, 
which is roughly 40 per cent 
of 


German territory with a population1 
of about, 18,000,000. 
: 


The 
British, 
American 
and 
.trench zones contain about 48,000,- 
000 Germans and most of the rich 
industrial and mineral areas —the 
Ruhr. Rhineland and Saar. 


A leading British official put it 


like this: "bi and trizonal consoli- 
dations are natural developments. 
The same applies to the 
Soviet 
zone, t,oo, although it may take 
some months to convince the So- 
viets. Establishment of a 
central 
government for Germany 
cannot 
be stopped, except perhaps as a 
temporary measure. A strong Ger- 
man government in the west is es- 
sential today." 


Most American and British 
au- 
thorities agreed that it was almost 
impossible to have a central gov- 
ernment 
in 
Germany 
strong 
enough to carry out essential work 
unless there also was political and 
economic integration. 


Economic experts believe that if 
the Russians insist on going thdr 
way alone, the cost of maintaining 
their zone would 
constantly in- 
crease. Eventually, it would cost 
the Russians around $500,000,000 a 
year. 


The French zone is increasingly 
becoming a liability. Some 
esti- 


mated that it will cost France as 
high as $125,000,000 to operate its 
zone next year. 


The United States currently 
is 
spending about $1,000.000,000 a year 
in Germany. Authorities feel this is 
too much to continue indefinitely 
and especially if such investments 
do not start Germany and Europe 
on the road back to economic re- 
covery. To this end, they feel 
a 


central government is essential. 
Every official this correspondent 
spoke to frankly hoped that 
the 


Russians would cooperate in 
the 


London conference and afterwards. 
But in lieu of such cooperation, 
substitute plans are well advanced 
and they include bi-zonal or tri- 
zonal government of provisional 
nature.

When We speak 'of 
Christian 
standards' we may be

meanings. Jesus Said: "Be ye per- 
fect, even-.'as 'your Father wnich 
is .in" heaven is perfect." Paul set 
up Love; as;'the test; of-the perfect 
Ilic. EvcryVvhere through the Bible, 
in the Old. Testament and in the 
New,' the, marks and qualities — 
the standards— of the good life are 
set. forth.

Similarly, though the references 
arc riot many in1 Scripture, they 
are specific to banners, or ensigns, 
as standards or rallying symbols 
ot loyalty to God, His leaderships 
and 
commands.

Psalmist 


(Psplm 
60:4) represents pGd as 


giving a banner to them that fear 
Him, "that it-may be displayed 
because of the truth.'" And there 
arc various references, as in Isiah 
5:26, 
to "an ensign to the nation?," 


and in Isiah 11:. 10, to "an ehsign 
of the people." 


True . s t a n d a r d s of conduct, 


therefore, arc not alone for, the 
individual;, they are social, 
for 


the people, and 
for the nations.

Pope Denounces 
Totalitarianism 
of Postwar 


• Vatican City, Oct. 30 — (IP)—Pope 
Pius XII today denounced postwar 
totalitarianism 
which 
he 
said 
sought to submit church to state, 
although he declared it an error to 
believe the two could be entirely 
separate. 


The pontiff addressed members 


cf the Sacred Roman Rota, one of 
the 
three 
highest ecclesiastical 


courts, calling upon him at 
the 


Castle Gandolfo summer residence 
at the start of their work year. 


"The same arguments which the 


tyrannical governments of yester- 
day adduced against the church in 
its fight for the defense of divine 
rights and of just dignity and hu- 
man liberty today are used by new 
rulers to combat her persevering 
action in behalf of truth and jus- 
tice," he said. 


The pope said that, while differ- 


ences in aims excluded submission 
of the church to the state, 
that 
"certainly does not deny any union 
between the two, and still less 
docs it dictate between them a cold 
and dissociating aura of agnosti- 
cism .and.•indifference.' 


"Who would so understand 
the 
con eel doctnne (to be) that the 
church and state are two different, 
perfect societies wojld,fall into ei- 
roi," he said. 


Such an interpretation, the pope 
said, did not lake into account that 
the church and std-.e had then- 
origins in God and that both had 
charge of man.

Each ton produces rough- 
ly 4,000 average cans. The need for 
this material is particularly urgent 
in Europe where, in the absence 
of refrigeration, canning is the only 
way to preserve food.

roughage of the very highest qual- 
ity and. are a potential source -of 
grain for the early summer. Thi* 
year when a heavy demand is be- 
ing made on our grain supply, an 
additional acreage of fall

grains is most desirable. County 
Agent Oliver L. Adams says greatft' 
er tonnage of grazing can be ob-w 
tained from these grains by the use 
of nitrate fertilizers. 


Oats now up should have top 


dressings of nitrates and oats hot 
yet seeded should be planted with 
a complete fertilizer high in nit- 
rogen content. Such nitrate fcr-

One may observe the value of
